ON TRAIL OF THE HIGHER-UPS. 


Grand Jury at San Francisco Re- 

turns Indictments In Opium Smug- 

gling Cascs. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 7.-—{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.) Judge De Haven was 
about to leave the courtroom teday 
when the Federal grand jurors filed in 
to report on the work accomplished ' 
during their recent session. The jury 
returned twenty-nine indictments, of 
which seventeen were placed on the 
secret file and twelve made public. 

With the exception of three indict- 
ments on a charge of sending obscene 
matter through the maile, all returned 
for public filling had to do with opium 
smuggling. Eight of these were of 
minor importance, being against Chi- 
nese. 
The other indictment is against WIIl- 
liam J. Fitzgerald, a watchman at the 
Pacific Mail dock, charged with smug- 
gling opium on two counts. Great im- 
portance is attached to this indictment 
on account of the questioning to which 
Fitzgerald was subjected by both the 
grand jury and the customs officials, it 
being said that he gave some useful in- 
formation as to the identity of the 
higher-ups. It is almost certain, ac- 
cording to witnesses who appeared be- 
fore the jury, that many of the secret 
indictments are against those who en- 
gineered the large smuggling deals re- 
cently brought to light.

WILMINGTON, Feb. 7.~The Wil- 
mington Chamber of Commerce at a 
meeting in the City Hall last night, 
passed a resolution giving Los Ange- 
les the consent of that o zation to 
offer for sale for a period @ fifteen 
years a franchise for the operation of 
a ferry between this city and Termi- 
nal Island, the stipulated fare each way 
to be 5 cents, with thirty-ride commu- 
tation books at 4 cents per ride. 

The establishment of a municipal fer- 
ry with a 2-cent fare each way was 
one of the tion promises, 
and when the Board of Public Works 
some time ago suggested the proposi- 
tion that was accepted by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce last night, it was de- 
clined by an almost unanimous vote of 
the chamber, the result being that the 
officials then advertised for bids for 
the construction of a boat to be oper- 
ated according to agreement by the 
municipality. After bids were called 
for, however, an injunction was 
brought against the city, restraining it 
from going further with the project, 
the complaint reciting that Los Ange- 
les had no legal right to engage in 
such a business for the reason that it 
would be a losing venture. 

Those who are now friendly to the 
sale of the franchise and relinquishing 
Los Angeles from further responsibil- 
ity in the matter, argue that the case 
will be tied up in the court for several 
years, and that the people might just 
as well be enjoying a ferry at a higher 
fare in the meantime. : 

On the other hand, and this side 
seems to be very largely in the ma- 
jority so far as the citizenship of Wil- 
mington in general is concerned, it is 
maintained that Los Angeles will use 
the matter as an additional argument 
that it has kept faith in the pre-con- 
solidation pledges.

U. S. SECRET SERVICE 
APPEARS PERMANENT. 


ECENT rumors and reports to the 
effect that the United States Se- 
cret Service is to be consolidated 

with the special service of the Depart- 

ment of Justice are believed by local 


The recent establishment of special 
agents of this department is believed 
to have given rise to the supposition 
that they would ultimately supplant 
the men who are now in the Secret 
Service. 

These agents have been established 
in this jurisdiction for several months. 
but their coming was unheralded, and 
they took up their work so quietly that 
few persons outside of the government 
employees knew they existed.

The United States Marshals and their 
officers might have been given power 
to take up this work, but their pow- 
ers are now greatly limited by law. 
They can proceed in no case unless 
they have written authority for it. 
They can serve papers of any kind, but 
can go no further. If one of these of- 
ficials should unearth a crime, it is 
necessary for him to report it to an- 
other branch of the service before ac- 
tion can be taken. This is the reason 
why the police are frequently called 
upon to arrest suspects. The marshal 
has no power to do 80. 

The customs service also has tte g- 
cret agents. Their duties art not in the 
line of detective work, but require 
them to make reports on conditions and 
to assist in completing cases which 
have been uncovered.

Southern Pacific to Enlarge 
Great Local Shops. 


Construction Will Be Begun 


the Present Month. 
Pay Roll Quarter of a Million 
More Yearly. 


Plans have been approved by the 
executive officials of the Southern Pa- 
cific for an expenditure of $500,000 for 
additions to the already large general 
repair shops of the company in Los 
Angeles. 

Increased traffic in the southern dis- 
trict, including that part of the system 
between Fresno and Santa Barbara 
and El Paso, has made necessary the 
increasing of the capacity of the plant 


here. 

H. V. Platt, general superintendent 
of the southern district, announced 
yesterday that $100,000 of the amount 
approved has been authorized for im- 
mediate expenditure, and H. B. Tit- 
comb, district engineer, is now com- 
pieting the details of the general plan 
for the big shop, which Is to be built 
within six months. The bullding upon 
which construction is to be begun this 
month is a mill shop for car and en- 
gine repairing, with oueside dimensions 
of 160x200 feet. It will be a fireproof 
of brick and steel, costing 


The great general shops, now to be 
expanded to meet demands occasioned 
by increasing traffic, represent an ag- 
gregate expenditure of more than 
$2,000,000 since 1895. The shops employ 
1500 men, with a monthly pay roll of 
$125,000, or more than $4,000,000 a year. 
With the expenditure of the $500,009 
just approved, the number of men em- 
ployed and the pay roll will be in- 
creased not less than 25 per cent. The 
shops handle hundreds of cars and en- 
gines daily, requiring an extensive 
yard and track, which is now provided 
by entrance from Alhambra avenue. 

So gradual has been the growth and 
development of the shops that few per- 
sons knéw just how immense an in- 
dustry is maintained here by the 
Southern Pacific. District Engineer 
Titcomb furnished a summary of the 
buildings and equipment yesterday, as 
follows:
